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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed December 18, 2009 has been entered and fully considered. 

2. Claims 13-14 and 17-18 have been cancelled and claims 4-5 amended. 

3. Claims 4-7 remain pending. 

Double Patenting 
Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The terminal disclaimer filed with the amendment on December 1 8, 2009 has 
been accepted and entered. This overcomes the double patenting rejection in view of 
application 10/593,644. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-7 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As indicated 
in the previous action, the formula pertaining to the p-type materials, in claims 4 and 5 
of the previous claim set are known in the art as previously rejected by FUNAHASHI et 
al (in the Applied Physics Letters article), XU et al and FUNAHASHI et al '381 . The 
rejection utilizing FUNAHASHI et al (Applied Physics Letters article) has been overcome 
by providing an English translation of the priority document, as FUNAHASHI et al has 
an intervening reference date. The rejection utilizing XU et al to teach the p-type 
material has been overcome by the amendment removing Na as a possible species for 
the A component for the first possible formula. Finally, the rejection utilizing 
FUNAHASHI et al has also been overcome by amendment by removing Sr as a 
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possible species of the M1 component for the second possible formula. Furthermore, 
the chemical formulas expressed in the complex oxides are interpreted to be closed; 
therefore these amendments render the claims obviated. These references serve as the 
closest applicable prior art.
